1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget as sub- 
mitted by the Budget Committee under the authority of the 
Municipal Budget Act. This budget may be considered item by 
_ item or as a whole but may not be increased more than ten per- 
cent, in any item as a whole. 


4. To hear the reports of Agents and Auditors and take any 
action relating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $925.00 as its fair share of opening costs of Elliot Com- 
munity Hospital. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to be deposited in the present Town History 
Saving’s Account; the principal to be used toward the printing 
of a Town History and Geneology; the interest to be used for 
accumulating material for the same; or take any other action re- 
lating thereto. 


7. To see if the Town will vote for Class IV or Class V 
roads construction, reconstruction or betterment aid, and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $962.04, the State to contribute 


$6,413.58. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $368.00 for support of the Monadnock Region Association. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 


sum of $125.00 for White Pine Blister Rust Control. 


#10. To see if the Town will permit the Westmoreland Ath- 
letic Association, Inc. to play basketball in the Town Hall, in 
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accordance with rules and regulations mutually agreed upon by 
the Association and the Selectmen of the year 1962 until the next 
annual meeting. 


11. To see if the Town will vote for snow removal and sand- 
ing of either Class V or Class IV roads, or take any other action 
relating thereto to raise and appropriate money for the same. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate in addition to what is required by law for high- 
ways and bri ges. 


13. To see what disposition the Town will vote to make on the 
income of the Jotham Lord Fund. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 


sum of $299.00 - 30c per capita for Monadnock Family and Men- 
tal Health Service. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
regional planning commission, now organized and named _ the 
Ashuelot Valley Regional Planning Commission. This commis- 
sion will have membership of at least two municipalities and 
will have jurisdiction over the planning region delineated by the 
Office of State Planning. The objective of the Commission will be 
to plan for and encourage regional planning analysis, provide 
consensus on major problems of regional concern and to assist 
in the effectuation of projects within, and which extend beyond, 
the boundaries of a particular town. The Commission will have 
only the authority conferred on it by Chapter 36; 45-53, Revised 
Statutes Annotated, 1955, and will be an advisory commission to 
local governments in the region. Members of the Commission 
shall be appointed by the Selectmen in accordance with State 
law. Two representatives will be appointed from Westmoreland. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$598.92 as the Town's share for the studies and operation of the 
Ashuelot Valley Regional Planning Commission. These funds 
will be used for financing the staff, operation expenses, planning 
studies, technical assistance and other programs of the Com- 
mission. These funds may be used in conjunction with other 
State and Federal funds available for planning purposes. 


*17. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Re- 
serve Fund to be used for the purchase of a new fire truck; and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be paid into the 
fund, and $1,000.00 a year until purchase is made. 


**18. To see if the Town of Westmoreland will raise and ap- 
propriate funds to extend the tar surface of C. Paine Road from 


the corner of Butterfield Road to Poocham Road. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to put 
the old town grader and sand screen up for bids. The Selectmen 
to have the right to accept or reject any or all bids. 
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20. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of $200.00 
to be held in trust. The income to be used solely for the per- 


petual care and upkeep of the Frank L. Shelley Lot No. 28 and 
the Hugh A. Shelley Lot No. 29 in the East Westmoreland Cem- 


etery. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of $50.00 
to cover Permanent Maintenance of Lot No. 43-B in the East 
\WWestmoreland Cemetery. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$340.00 to pay the Librarian's salary for one year. This salary to 
be paid hy Town Treasurer, or take any other action relating 
thereto. 


23. Proposed that the Town of Westmoreland donate the 
sum of $100.00 to the Monadnock Region Humane Society which 


services the community of Westmoreland in many ways and is 
supported almost entirely by donation. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
a of $272.00 to pay our share of a new radio for the Town Con- 
stable. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borow money in anticipation of taxes. 


26. Ta transact any other business which may legally come 
before said meeting.

TOWN MEETING 


March 10, 1970 


The meeting was called to order at 1:00 o'clock in the after- 
noon by Mr. Talbot R. Hood, Moderator. The warrant was read 
by Mr. Hood and the polls were declared open. It was further 
stated the polls would remain open for the duration of the meet- 
ing. The warrant was read again at 7:05 in the evening, and the 
business part of the meeting followed. 


Mr. Robert Moore, Jr. moved that Articles No. 2 and No. 3 
be taken up together since both concerned the budget. There was 
no discussion and the motion was passed. It was then moved that 
the budget be taken up item by item. This motion also passed 
without discussion. 


Under Articles No. 2 and No. 3, the following sums were voted 
to be raised and appropriated:

Article No. 4. A motion was made that the Town Report be 
accepted as written. The motion wes seconded and passed. 


Article No. 5. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $861.00 as its fair share of the operating costs of Elliot 
Community Hospital. 


Articles No. 6, 7, 8, and 9 were taken up and passed with the 
budget under Articles No. 2 and 3. 


Article No. 10. The Town voted to permit the Westmoreland 
Athletic Association to continue to play basketball in the Town 
Hall until the next annual meeting. 


Articles No. 11 and 12 were taken up and passed with the 
budget under Articles No. 2 and 3. 


Article No. 13. A motion, made by Mrs. Lawry Churchill, 
that the income from the Jotham Lord Fund be used for the 
Town Library, was seconded and passed. 


Article No. 14 A motion was made by Mr. Cameron Paine 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $150 to widen the 
turn at the junction of the so-called Poocham Road and the 
road leading from the Aldrich home to the home of Donald 
Hale. After a question relating to the practicality of the amount 
requested, it was explained that the amount would be adequate 
if there were no land damage. The motion was passed by a show 
of hands; 55 votes for the motion, 47 votes against. 


Article No. 15. A motion to raise and appropriate a sum not 
to exceed $800.00 for installation of an acoustic ceiling in the 
dining room of the Town Hall failed to pass after a lengthy 
discussion. 


Article No. 16. This article was revised before being voted 
upon. It was moved that the Town open the Old Stage Road, 
formerly known as the Estey Road, subject to gates and_ bars 
and appropriate any money on hand for the improvement of the 
road. The article, as revised, was passed. 


Article No. 17. More than two-thirds of the Townspeople 
voting on this article voted to pass over it. The article concerned 
reopening the road, presently closed subject to gates and bars, 
rae the residence of Donald Hale to the residence of Griffith 

oyea.

Article No. 18. Mr. Marcius Butterfield moved that the Town 
lease from Paul and Ruth Hatt a tract of land containing eight 
acres, more or less, to be a living memorial and to be used for 
recreational purposes for the benefit of the Townspeople. The 
lease is to run for a period of five years with option of renewal; 
the terms of the lease to be an amount equal to but not exceeding 
the property tax on said land plus the sum of $50.00 each year. 
All discussion on this article was favorable and the article was 
passed unanimously. 


Article No. 19. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for improvements to the Hatt property to be 
leased from Paul and Ruth Hatt. The article was passed unan- 
imously after a question relating to insurance was answered 
favorably. 


Article No. 20. This article, included in the Warrant as 
written and requested by the State was clarified in a letter re- 
ceived from the State after the Warrant had gone to press. It 
was passed without discussion. 


Article No. 21. The Town voted to raise and appropriate 


$340.00 to pay the Librarians salary for one year. This money in- 
cluded in the $700.000 appropriated in the budget for the Town 
Library under Articles No. 2 and 3. 


Articles No. 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, and 28 were considered to- 
gether. The various sums of money were accepted for their 
specific lises aa 


Article No. 29. was passed without discussion. 


Other business taken up at the Town Meeting related to the 
Westmoreland Planning Board. Mr. Hood asked Mr. Butterfield 
to act as Moderator so that he might take the floor. Mr. Hood 
spoke on the necessity of the Town having a Master Plan and 
regulatory ordinances to prelude any undesirable developments. 
Mr. Hood then presented the following motion which was passed 
unanimously; Moved; That the Westmoreland Planning Board 
prepare a Master Plan for the development of the Town, and 
that a copy of said Master Plan shall be certified to the 1971 
Annual Town Meeting. Furthermore, that the Westmoreland 
Planning Board shall prepare regulatory ordinances pertaining to 
the subdivision of land, preservation of scenic areas and open 
spaces, establishment of historic districts, solid waste disposal, 
mobile home parks, industrial areas and multiple unit dwellings. 
Said ordinances to be presented for adoption by the Town at 
the 1971 Annual Town Meeting following the prescribed hear- 
ings under State Law. The Town hereby authorizes any expenses 
incidental to the foregoing to be taken from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Fund. 


Mr. Hood thanked Mr. Butterfield and resumed his position as 
Moderator. 
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There being no further business, the Moderator declared the 
polls closed and the meeting adjourne :

REPORT OF HISTORY COMMITTEE 


We have held meetings each month this past year with the 
exception of December. 


At the May meeting Mr. John Terry showed us old movies of 
Westmoreland, from which we chose some that we thought 
would be interesting to have in the Town History. Mr. Rouner is 
having prints made of these. 


In October we met at the Library and looked over all the his- 
torical material which is kept there. This coming year we plan 
to meet at the Historical Society Building for the same purpose. 


In the fall one Saturday, Richard Delano, Sr. took Mrs. Hudson, 

Ir. Rouner and Charles Adams for a ride up the Connecticut 
River so that Mr. Adams could take pictures of the mouths of 
Partridge Brook, Mill Brook and Spring Brook. Partridge and 
Mill Brooks were the ones on which most of the town’s thriving 
industries were located. Spring Brook is supposedly the one which 
the first settlers went up and found the location for their first 
fort. Mr. Adams also took a picture of the site of the old fort on 
Canoe Meadow. 


So far we have received from local residents the histories of 
the Westmoreland Public Library, the Historical Society, West- 
moreland P.T.A., Great Meadow Grange, Mica Light Sign Com- 
pany, Cedarcrest, the Womens Society of the Universalist Church 
which was the beginning of our Ladies Aid Society. 

Mrs. Hudson and her sister, Anita Aldrich, are continuing 
their research of the old houses and farms to endeavor to re- 


construct the layout of the town as our early proprietors’ plans 
have been lost or destroyed. 


We have been approached by two persons asking about writ- 
ing the history for us. 


The committee feels that they have made good progress this 
year and wish to thank all those who have in any way helped.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet 
in part because of your continued cooperation and favorable 
weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 
burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would 
drastically change this picture — to bring about this change we 
make the following suggestions: 


1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to 
burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This per- 
mit covers waste burning, even if in an Incinerator, grass burning, 
as well as garden trash and brush burning such burning is re- 
stricted by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. 
with the following exceptions: 

Commercial or Industrial burning is permissible at any time 
under normal conditions but only with the approval of the 
District Chief and a written permit from the Forest Fire 
Warden. 


2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the 
complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help to 
prevent fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to ex- 
plain this to your child, won't you? 


3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number 
by the exercise of more care in the discarding of matches and 
smoking material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all 
cases, make sure that the butt or match you discard is out, dead 
out. Smokey says, “Thanks for your help’, and invites you to join 
with him in setting a good example for others in the prevention 
of fires and the protection of our environment.

ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


We would like to begin our report this year by raising sev- 
eral questions of educational theory: 


1. Is it our job to provide equal educational opportunities for 
each child, or should we provide education for the needs of the 
individual child? 

2. Is our accountability for the educational success of each 
child a measurement of his success against a set of achievement 
standards, or an evaluation of his own personal progress towards 
self-fulfillment and adjustment to his own social environment? 


3. Does freedom mean permissiveness? 


4. Can one learn self-disipline by living in an autocratic en- 
vironment? 


5. Do children learn best in the usual building boxes (class- 
rooms), or in a variety of large and small groups? 


6. Is it enough to teach the skills of reading, writing and 


arithmetic, and convey a fund of knowledge achieved by the 
adult world? 


7. Do children really need library and guidance services, and 
opportunities in art, music, physical and health education as 
recommended by the new Elementary Minimum Standards? 


8. Does the school have a task to perform separate from the 
home and community, or should we all be engaged in the joint 
task of education? 


9. How can we prevent our children from using alcohol and 
drugs when it is the prevailing habit of many older people whose 
lives are everyday examples? 

10. Does the school district have a responsibility for early 
childhood education, and for providing something extra for those 
children who start with many disadvantages? 

11. Why should the school provide facilities and services for 
lunches? 

12. Should a school system provide a strong college preparatory 
program and neglect vocational education? 


13. Must we limit our educational opportunities for children 
because of the lack of dollars in a nation where T.V. and two- 
car families are the rule, and cosmetic and alcohol sales go 
higher and higher? 

14. Should the responsibility of the public school seystem be 
to pass on the skills and knowledge of past achievement, or does 
it have a real obligation to help society move successfully into 
the future? 

These are questions currently debated in colleges, by school 
faculties, and undoubtedly in the homes of our towns. Sooner or 


65 


later, they will be removed from the realm of theoritical conver- 
sation. People in our communities are interested in the stake of 
our pupils, and are responsible for the quality of education offered. 
In the next decade, many of these issues will be settled. But, we 
must deal with practicalities of 1970, 1971, and 1972. 

The new supervisory union organization is working well. An 
organization chart is included in the annual report. A large in- 
crease in the budget of the union is primarily to activate a new 
data processing system. Greater educational and administrative 
service is promised when we become skilled in translating its 
potential into reality. 

We are pleased to report that we have a good faculty for your 
children. Mr. Donovan's decision to seek. the position of super- 
vising principal, followed by his election in Chesterfield, was 
natural, but we miss him. Mr. Steven Groves impressed us so 
much as a teacher that he was given an opportunity to serve as 
teaching principal. He is responsible and effective. Mr. Howard 
Hymes is a graduate of Keene State College, and has had much 
experience in social work. He is proving to be a fine teacher, and 
has given many hours to student activities. Mrs. Gibbons replaced 
Mrs. Kathy Dubois, and then had to be replaced because of ill- 
ness. We were able to obtain Mrs. Joan Murray who has pre- 
viously taught in Biddeford, Maine, and other New Hampshire 
schools. 

Our budget makes no provisions for special services in art, 
music, guidance, and physical education and health. Our teach- 
ing principal has spent many hours in curriculum work. He must 
share his time with teaching, which is his first responsibility. We 
have found that we need the specialized training now avai able 
in many districts for those children having learning disabilities. 
However, we continue to have the advantage of smal! classes 
which gives more time for individual attention. Your faculty is 
making a special effort to improve reading. The teacher aide pro- 
vided by Title I is most helpful. 

The faithful efforts of Mr. Abbott Royea provides our school 
with good maintenance service. He is most conscientious and the 
results show. Our building is in good condition. Painting and 
minor repairs are completed during the year and summer in the 
most economical way possible. The failure of the sewer system 
late in the last school year required quick action. We are pleased 
that such a large improvement could be completed in time for the 
opening of school, and that we were able to absorb the cost from 
the existing balance last June. 

At the moment we are faced with the problem of building 
space to provide for increasing enrollment. Neighboring Chester- 
field has serious building problems, and Keene currently has en- 
rollment pressures at all levels; elementary, intermediate, and 
high school. We are pleased that you are sharing in the A.R.E.A. 


study. A page of information is included in this annual report. 
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The New Hampshire Elementary Minimum Standards must 
be thoughtfully considered as we move into the year 1971-1972. 
We must identify local needs, develop a plan, and propose dates 
for filling the requirements. Such a plan, and its implementation 
is required for state aid to continue. The staffing, and its fac- 
ilities will provide educational opportunities desirable for the Sev- 
enties. 

We regret that once again we must seek a larger budget. Your 
school board, teachers, principal, and administrators have spent 
many hours in the preparation of the budget. The largest in- 
crease results from the attendance of about seventy pupils at 
Keene High School, and the increase in the tuition charge. 
Tuition is based on the actual operating cost in Keene for the 
year prior to the charge. The increase results from inflation, and 
greater services at the high school. The budget provides for a 
cost of living increase for the teachers. It is the lowest increase in 
several years, with the lowest base and the fewest steps in the 
union. It is minimally competitive. We hope that it will enable 
us to retain our staff. 


We belive that we have a happy and successful school. We 
want it to be the best that the district can afford. The burden of 
its support falls heavily on the real estate taxpayer. The State of 
New Hampshire remains at the bottom of the fifty states in sup- 
port of its schools, throwing back on its school districts about 
ninety percent of the cost. 


We think the playground project completed last summer by 
many different people illustrates that you care for the welfare of 
your children. It is nice to work for such a community.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


The 1970-71 school year opened on September 8, with 167 stu- 
dents enrolled. After some fluctuation during the year, we still 
have an enrollment of 

he main accomplishment for this year has been a revision of 
the reading curriculum. With the acquirement of new reading 
texts for grades 1-4 this year and grades 5-6 planned for the 1971- 
72 school year, the teachers felt the children would benefit a 
great deal if they could be placed on a level at which they could 
work more effectively. After much consideration and intensive 
testing, this was done. Although only a small number of children 
actually changed levels, we feel that it has benefited the entire 
school as a whole. 

Several other curriculum areas have also undergone change 
this year. The Math series has been completed with new texts in 
grades 6-8. The social studies series has also been completed 
with new texts in grades 1-3. In keeping with the text book re- 
vision program, we expect to have an updated language program 
for 1971-72. 

I would like to thank the P.T.A. for two great services they 
have rendered the school this year. One being the new black-top 
area on the playground. The other helping to expand and improve 
the library through much hard work put in at the “book fair’. 
| would also like to thank the “mother librarians” for their in- 
dispensable services.

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PROGRESS REPORT 
of the 
A. R. E. A. PLANNING COMMITTEE 
With Special Reference to Article 6 


The District Meeting of March, 1970, authorized the establish- 
ment of an Authorized Regional Enrollment Area School Plan- 
ning Committee. Subsequently, Moderator Marcius R. Butter- 
field appointed Donald Hall, Robert Moore, Jr., and Mrs Paul 
Hatt to serve. The law provides that such committees will ordin- 
arily serve three years. | 

Meetings have been held with the committees of Chesterfield 
Harrisville, Keene, Marlborough, Marlow, Nelson, Stoddard, and 
Westmoreland. Mr. Donald Bennett of Nelson was elected chair- 
man, and Mr. Howard Wheelock was elected secretary of the 
joint planning board. 

e problems of school facility space and enrollments have 
been discussed. At least two of the districts, Keene and Chester- 
field, have immediate building needs. 

The present A.R.E.A. Plan involving grades nine through 
twelve, and including. Chesterfield, Harrisville, Keene, Nelson, 
and Westmoreland, seems to be meeting the needs of the six 
districts well. It has been tentatively agreed that any extension to 
include more districts and more grades should be in the form of 
new plan, permitting the current one to continue as it must by 
law. A district may agree to join the present plan, grades nine 
through twelve, by agreement with Keene, without involving the 
other districts. 

In any case, formal steps must be taken. The School Board 
must approve and the Districts involved must formally vote. There 
must be public hearings. The State Board of Education must 
approve the plan. 

f a new plan is developed for an extension of grades, for ex- 
ample grades seven and eight, then all districts involved must 
develop a formal plan, and all the steps must be taken — Board 
approval, Public Hearing, State approval, District approval. 

Several of the committees feel that it will be to the advantage 
of ie area to extend the arrangment to include grades seven and 
eight. 

As many will remember, the advantages of A.R.E.A. are: 

1. The sending districts have a guarantee of a school and ed- 
ucation for their children. They pay annual tuition computed with 
the agreed formula. 


2. The receiving district knows that it can expect all the pupils 
and the tuition payments of the sending districts. 


3. A better educational program can be provided for all the 
children at a reasonable cost. 
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4. The State of New Hampshire will increase building aid to 
the receiving district for any building program necessary to pro- 
vide for the students, up to fifty-five percent of the annual pay- 
ments. 


5. The State will provide Incentive Aid for sending and re- 
ceiving districts. 


At the most recent meeting, it was agreed that the several com- 
mittees will request a poll of the districts. It will be helpful if the 
people at each District Meeting will vote their feelings about 
an A.R.E.A. Plan for grades seven and eight. Such a vote has 
no legal status. It will be understood as an expression of opinion. 
Keene must provide additional buildings in the very near future 
if it is to accommodate its own students and those of other dis- 
tricts. It will be very helpful to know the attitudes of its neighbors. 


Immediately, the Westmoreland School has no enrollment prob- 
lems. However this may change and the future may bring this 
problem to our community, too. The new Minimum Standards for 
Elementary Schools to be implemented in the near future may 
affect us. 


In any event, a discussion at the District Meeting about this 
problem is encouraged by the Board and the Committee.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Since the last town meeting the Planning Board has held 11 
meetings for the purpose of establishing guidelines governing 


the future growth of Westmoreland. Some of these meetings 


have included officials of neighboring towns who have already 
faced the problem of framing plans for the srowth and develop- 


‘ment of these towns. This is being done to preserve the rural 


environment which is so important to all of us. 


This work has progressed to the point where later this year we 
expect to offer, for consideration by the voters, proposals relative 
to mobile home parks, subdivision of land, and solid waste dis- 
posal. 


It is felt that if the efforts of the Planing Board could be sup- 
plemented hy the assistance of a professional planner as outlined 
in Articles 15 and 16, the completion of the many goals outlined 
at the 1970 town meeting could he accomplished in a much shorter 
time that seems apparent at present. Without this professional 
hel. the scope of this program is so extensive that the completion 
date by laymen could be several years in the future.
